ONLY ‘ONE SUCCEEDS 


One member of the French Foreln 
Legion has been kilted, three. others 
“wounded, and a fifth has escaped in 
-a dash for liberty mide by the five 
men on Snturday night from the 
outpost at Ain cl Hadar, through: the 
Mekerru Forest, suys Exchange from 
Oran. 


The dead man is Rudolph Trenlich. 
During the night of Christmas 
‘Day, two Leglonaries named Walter 
Sonos and Rotts Reyberg went to uo 
post where three others—Trenlich, 
John Nelson, and Jean Strandan— 


_ were.on guord, and the five of them 


broke into the armoury and took 
two rifles, 480 cartridges, and four 
bayonets. They then made off to- 
wards Morocco, intending, it is be- 
lieved, to join the Spanish Army. 


They met a motor cur driven by a 
captain In civilian clothes. He asked 
them what they were dding, und they 
told him they were returning from 
manocuvres und had lost — their 
detachments. Being suspicious, the 
captain ordered ‘them at once to lay 
down thelr arms, 


The five men felt him and over- 
powered him, und he was bound and 
fogged and thrown back in the car.

All five of the men jumped out 
and got away, A little later, how- 
ever, a- patrol came across them, 
and Jn the battle which (followed 
three of the men, Sans, Reyeberg, 
and Trenilch, were wounded, and 
Trenlich dicd a few minutes after 
they were captured. Another, who 
was wounded, was captured —luter. 
One man got away unhurt and fs still 
at Uberty.

“The desire to maintain Japan's 
traditional friendly relations wilh 
Britain was cxpr by Mr. Hirota 
In reply to on Interpellation by Mr. 
Salchiro Doke, independent member 
of the Lower House, to-day. 

“The Government's foreign policy 
in the current situation waa cnunciat~ 
ed in my speech to the Dict some days 
ago, I wish to maintain the _tradi- 
tlonal friendship between Britain 
and Japan,” he said. : 

“] think Britain js fully cognisant 
of the recent changes In the inter- 
national situntion in the Far Enst. 
There have been various discussions 
jn certain-quarters in Japan with rew 
gard to British movements, but I 
cannot sce a single case in which 
Britain has acted deliberately ngainst 
the interests of Japan. 

“Jf any such case should occur, I 
thinle it the duty of diplomats to per- 
sunde Britain: to reconsider her at- 
titude.” oe 

-The Forcign Minister assured the 
Dict, that Japan was engoged in a 
rigantle task in the Far East. There- 
fore’ it was her mission to attain the 
ultimate object of settling the China 
Incident, There was no course left 
to Japan but to persuade foreign 
Powers to understand the new situa- 
tion.

Dollar Interest 


London, Feb. 3. 


The sudden relapse of the French 
franc this morning from the overnight 
Igvel of 162.78 to 153,50 has not sur- 
Prised forelgn exchange circles. It Js 
Pointed out that conditions In France 
dre still very uncertain and the recent 
comparative stendiness of the frane 
was due to the fact that interest was 
temporarily absorbed by the dollar. 


Following yesterday's announce- 
ment of French Internal loan terms, 
which forcibly illustrate the Govern- 
ment’s diflculties in acquiring funds 
except at extortionate rates, ond with 
the dollar exhibiting a firmer ten- 
dency, speculators launched a migor 
Offensive against the franc. Later, 
however, the pressure against French 
currency nbated somewhat following 
publication of the new bill decrecing 
that, it was omong‘other things a 
punishable offence to incite the 
public to sell rentes or francs. 


The new bill, to be submitted to 
Parliament by the Government, will 
suppress munocuyres against the 
Anonctal stabillty of the Government. 
Heavy penalties will be inflicted on 
those who ogitate the selling of 
Government bonds and refrain from 
buying Government issues. The bill 
also suppesses speculation in Govern. 
ment bond issues.—Reuter Bulletin.

Just what do those’ few words 
mean. They mean that Rus- 
sian airmen will, if they succeed 
carry out flights which, because 
of the magnitude ‘of the work 
they are essaying, will be ‘as 
historic “as Bleriot’s —_cross- 
channel journey or, the Allock- 
Brown conquest of the Atlantic; 
for they are fuced with difficul- 
tics just as great in splte of the 
improvement in modern equip- 
ment, = 

Polay flying .is a very) different 
wYair from ordinary flying, for its 
success depends first’and foremost on 
the preliminary work carried out on 
the ground. The diMculties that 
confront the Polar flyer are indecd 
many. One of the most formidable 
of these Hes in the low temperatures 
with which he ntust complete. ‘Fhe 
type of engine which Is suitable for 
the more temperate routes may not 
glvé the same service in colder 
climates. Many of these problems 
can, of course be minimised by the 
avoidance of landings actually within

IS PLANNED AT _ 
MAGNETIC POLE 


; Ottawa. 

The Dominion government Is con- 
sidering a proposal to build and main- 
tain. oa selentifie station near = the 
aretie Archipelago. : . 

Ald of the government fs sought by 
Canndian, British and United States 
scientists to delve Into the secrets and 
resources of the north country. 

The northern end of the Boothia 
Peninsula Is the proposed site of the 
station as it would be adjacent to 
the north magnetic pole, Observa- 
tlons would be radioed to the outside 
world daily in winter ond summer, 
occarding to plans. Magnetic com- 
passes pointing to the north magnetic 
pole vary slightly from yeur to year 
and a station in the Vicinity would 
verify this deviation. 

Before a site could be established, 
flying conditions would have to be 
studied, because the short scason for 
nerial navigation has been one of the 
chief handicaps «in exploring the 
Aretic islands. 

The study now being conducted by 
the department of mincs and national 
resources ts being followed with keen 
interest by explorers and scientists 
throughout the world.—United .Press.

_A remarkable case of delayed 
incubation of nydrophobia in a 
human is reported in the cur- 
rent issue of ‘The Journal of 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, 
received in Hongkong this morn- 
ing. 

The patient, a child aged 10% 
years, was bitten by 0 rabid dog on 
March 20, 1032. 

He did not disclose symptoms of 
hydrophobia until June 11, 1935, 
over three years later, After four 
doys Stlness the child died. 

The ease was reported by Major 
K. R. K. Iyengar, Director of the 
Pasteur Institute of Southern India. 

A remarkable fact ts that the boy 
underwent o full course of antirabic 
treatment two days after he was 
bitten by the dog. He took the 14 
injections and after six months was 
renorted to be olive and henithy. 

His case did not reappeor until, 
on Juné 13, 1935, he complained of 
pains in the scars mnde by the dog’s 
bites. The pain gradually increased, 
the boy developed every symptom 
ef hydrophobia, and died within 06 
hours. 

The period from the date of bite 
to denth wns 1,180 days.

That gives you some idea of the 
tremendous rate at which the nations of 
the world ore rearming. 

* Every minute of every day and night 
£6,000—more than a = good many 
people earn in a lifetime—is spent on 
guns, on bombs, on battleships, and on 
other instruments of war. 

And tho pnee {s ever quickening, ‘This 
time Inst year the world was spending 
£5,000 a minute. 

And in 1914, climax of the last arms 
‘race, {t was spending a mere £1,100 a 
minute, 

Reflect on this: In 1031, after two years 
of Labour Government In .Britain, wlth 
the late Arthur Henderson as Forelgn 
Secretary, the world was spending £1,500 a 
minute on arms-~Just a quarter of what It 
1s spending to-day, 

And think what that meant. Every 
minute of the day there was an extra £4,500 
to spend on food and milk for children, on 
health services, on building decent homes. 


HO {5 the pace-mnaker.in to-day's 
gigantic arms race? There is no 
doubt about it: Hitler. 

And no one is more conscious of this 
than Hitler himself. His Government Is 
the only Government tn’ the world that 
dare not state what it is spending on arms 
to the editors of the “Armaments Year 
Book," latest edition of which is Issued to- 
day by the League of Nations (Allen and 
Unwin, ‘253.). Germany's entry appears 
wh nothing but a Mttie row of dots. 


Yet the truth cannot be hidden. It s0 
happens that three detailed investigations 
have been made.. The authors of these 
three Investigalions were Mr. Winston 
Churchill, the “ Banker" and the “ Dally 
Herald.” 

Three estimates were made of Ger- 

many’s arms bill, and though they were 
made separately they all hit on o figure of 
about £1,000 millions a year. 
. The truce size of Hitler's preparations 
for war will bo understood when it ts 
reallsed that this sum is almost a third of 
the total arms bill of the world. It ts also 
more than twenty times as much as Ger- 
many wns spending on arms before the 
Nazis seized power. 


ITLER'S colossal expenditure has 

meant, of course, that the peace- 

ful nations have had no choice 
but to spend heavily also. 

The Soviet Union, for Instance, which 
spent £56- millions in 1932, before “Hitler 
came to power, 1s now spending’ £750 
millions—a thirteenfold increase. 

Even the United States has felt the 
pressure and has Increased Its firms bill 
by 55 per cent. 

And lttle Turkey, gateway to Asia, Is 
not only spending 45 per cent. more on 
arms than in 1032, but 1s imposing military 
conscription on women as well 1s on men. 

Indeed, rearmament is almost every- 
where curtailing individual Mberty. 

The way in which conscription laws are 
being tightened up ts a good example of 
this. We have now reached a stage when, 
within a few hours of the outbreak of war, 
the nations could put thirteen million 
tralned soldiers into the ficld. : 

The small nations as well as the big are 
being hurried along In this scramble. But 
these small nations cannot afford to‘spend 
so heavily as thelr big neighbours. 

The seven great Powers — Britain, 
France, the United States, Germany, Italy, 
Japan and the Sovict Union—are spending 
£2,800 millions a year on arms. The 


remaining 67 countries are spending a 
mere £380 millions a yerr—not so very 
much more than {s spent by Grent Britain 
alone. Z 

These minor Powers know that they 
cannot compete against the great Powers 
In lavishing moncy on battleships and 
planes and heavy guns. And so they have 

_ Sunk to the level of mere pawns in the war 
game, 

But not entirely. There Js one bright 
spot in thts gloomy Year Book, something 
which shows us the way out. 

These minor, Powers may .lack ex- 

* pensive equipment; but they have cne 
srcat source of strength, Within thelr 
boundaries live the Breat mass of the 
Peoples of the world. 

. Figures’ spenk for themselves. The 
population of the countrics outside the 
League of Nations, even now that Italy hins 
become one of them, !s only 300 millions. 

And more than a third of these are 
citizens of the United States, which has no 
ageressive intentions. 

What about the League itself? Its 
members. have 2 population of 1,650 mil- 
lions. Only 250 millions of these lve in 
Britain, France and the Sovict Union. The 
remaining 1,400 millions are citizens of 
minor Powers. 


F these minor Powers, together 

with the three great Powers Ieft 

in the League, could be welded 

together into a strengthened League— 

- and strengthening of the League would be 

the first Job a Labour Forelgn Secretary 

-would tackle—the ‘ dictators. would be 

forced to call off their plans of aggression; 
and the arms race would be halted. 

Think what o lot of money that would 
release for the job of fighting poverty: 
money that could sweep away the slums, 
build health centres and schools, abolish 
the Means Test, and ensure that every man, 
woman and child had enough to cat.... °

Immediately the alarm was raised, 
the engine set off after the run- 
aways, which gathered momentum 
as they thundered down the grade.

NO DAMAGE 


The runaways came to a standstill, 
however, before any damage oc- 
curred, 

According to the report received 
by the Telegraph, a barrier _ was 
placed across the line near Hongkong 
territory, in case the runaway trucks

Government, it will take effective 
measures to uasist In a rehabilitation 
programme “in their behalf. The 
damages suffered by Japanese re- 
sidents in China are not a private 
problem,” he declared. ; 

Mr. Hirota also revealed the 
Government is planning to establish 
“q powerful central organ to promote 
cultural ‘relations between ithe 
Japanese and Chinese."—Reuter, 


HISTORY .OF NEGOTIATIONS 


Tokyo, Feb. 4. 
Following ‘the occupation of Nan- 
king, Japan was Informed by Ger- 
many of the Chungking Government's 
rcadiness to open peace nepotiations, 
the Foreign Minister, Mr. Kok 
Hirota, told the Dict to-day in a 
lengthy review of the abortive efforts 
to bring about an end of the dispute. 
Ever since the commencement of 
the conflict, he said, the Government 
had given the Chungking administra- 
tion (Central Government) cvery 
opportunity to reconsider its attitude. 
Mr. Hirota declared that neither the 
League of Nations nor the signatories 
of the Nine Power Pact had anything 
to do with the current dispute and 
Japan had insisted, therefore, on 
direct negotiations with China. 
FEW. HELPED JAPAN . 
Mr. Hireta added that this convic- 
tion was communicated by the Gov- 
ernment to Great-Britain, the United 
States and other powers. Few of the 
Inst had kept the Japanese Govern- 
ment informed of the views held by 
Marshal Chiang Kal-shek’s adminis- 
tration. ‘ . ane 
“China, however, assumed” a 
strong and obstinate stand,” Mr. 
Hirota continued, and declined to 
enter into direct negotiations with 
Jupan, appealed to the League and 
the Nine Power Pact signatorics.

BOY'S DEATH PUZZLES 
PASTEUR SCIENTISTS 


A remarkable case of delayed 
incubation of ‘hydrophobia in a 
human is reported in. the cur; 
rent issue of The Journal of 
Tropical Medicine and Hygiene, 
received in Hongkong this morn- 
ing. 

The patient, a child aged 10% 
years, was bitten by a rabid dog on 
Merch 20, 1932. 

He did not disclose symptoms of 
hydrophobla until June 11, 1035, 
over three years ‘later. After four 
days Mlness the child dicd. 

The case was reported by Major 
K. R. K, Iyengar, Director of the 
Pasteur Institute of Southern Indla.. 

. A’ remarknble fact is that the boy 
underwent n full course of antirabic 
trentment two ‘days after he was 
bitten by the dog... He took’ the 14 
Injections and after six months was 
reported to be ailve and healthy. 

His case. did not reappear until, 
on June 11, 1035, he complained of 
pains in the scars made by the dog’s 
bites. The pain gradtalty increased, 
the boy developed every symptom 
of b drophobla, and died within 96, 
hour % : ~ 

Th period from the date of bite 
to death was 1,180 days.

seconds for the first quarter while 
the second stanza was galloped = in 
34 -scconds. The speed was acccler- 
ated to 32.1/5 seconds for the third 
quarter, but the fourth was per- 
formed in 31 seconds and the whole 
Journcy was thmed in 2.41.2/5. 


It cannot be sald that the run was 
one of the fastest gallops ever wit- 
messed at Happy Valley among the 
Derby griffins in preparation for the 
Blue Riband, for at this time last 
year Mrs, Dunbar's Red Feather 
covered the same jaunt in 2.41 flat, 
but the manner, in which the Shang- 
hai owner’s only nomination forthe 
big classic event came running down 
the home stretch, must have thrilled 

“everyone, the chronometer register- 
ing the last quarter in © 28.4/5 
seconds. It will be seen that the 
lnst half-a-mile was just inside of 
a minute, but the last three-quarters 
‘of a mile was done In 1.32 and the 
last mile wos negotiated in 2.08. It 
was without doubt a creditable per- 
formance, for the brown stallion of 
Mr, Moller was not pressed nor was 
the application of the whip adminis- 
tered. The gallop was an impres- 
sive onc and for the time being I 
cannot advocate the clalms of any 
other griffin against Mr. Moller's 
candidate for the Hongkong Derby.

_ NEVER WON DERBY 


Like many other first class joc- 
keys, the grrand old timer, Mr. Erle 
Moller, has not ridden a winner in 
the Hongkong Derby, but he was 
placed on several occasions, the first 
belng 38 years ago.- Mr. Moller 
made his. debut here o5 a jockey in 
1899 when he ateered Ute, owned by 
the late Capt. Lambton of H. M. S. 
Powerful, to victory in the Wong- 
Nel-Chong Stakes whilst in the 
following year he was riding for 
the late Mr. David Gillies, manager 
of the Hongkong and Whampoa 
Dock Co. Mr. Gililes' griffin, Dipto- 
mat, was sccond In the Malden 
Stakes, but Strategist came third in 
the Hongkong Derby and the Inte 
Mr. Toeg's Shannon was placed 
third in the Champion Stakes. In 
1905 Mr. Moller rode Hallfux, owned 
by the Shanghai stable Windguard, to 
lowest ‘position in the frame, but 
in 1913 he was racing on his own 
under the style of “Cire” and his 
pony Sunlight finished behind the 
winner, Fijian Chief, ridden by the 
late Mr. John Jonstone in the Hong- 
kong Derby, the latter pony being 
owned by the then Mr, Ellls Ka- 
‘doorie. It was, however, the late 
Sir Ellis Kadoorle's first and only 
Blue Riband victory and it is Inter- 
esting to relate that prior to this,
